Two examiners from the state au- 


ditor's office arrived today to assist 
iii the examination of the five banks 
now in the departments hands. 


•William Lorimer, president of the 


I/a Salle Street hank,, was said to be 
near a'physical collapse from 
the- 


.strain of the" developments of 
the 


last three or four hours. 


The examiners have_wonked stead- 


ily on the books of the 
La 
Salle 


bank and the 'Broadway State bank 
of Calumet. Approximately $4,000,- 
'000 of deposits are tied up in the 
institutions.

in these institutions. They had or- 
ganized a Christmas fund.

In the case of the "LII" 'the- entire

The "LI", her sister ship, 


had previously been caught

storm in the North Sea and fell into 
the water, with a loss of fifteen of 
her crew'of twenty-two. 


The. 
accident occurred during 
a 


flight from 'Cologne to Metz. 
The 


"Z-I" with a 'military crew on board 
ran into a rainstorm, and the com- 
mand.er decided to descend. 
When 


the. air vessel wa.s within 
a 
few 


yards" of the ground a sudden verti- 
cal" gust of wind forced it violently 
to the earth and it virtually broke 
5n two. The air ship will have to ;be 
entirely dismembered for repairs.

ment that a government shall arise 
in Mexico City on a certain date 
there is no propitatiori of any par- 
ticular way by which 
shall be accomplished

Proper- Position of the Body. 
A simple test suggested for dis- 


covering whether the carriage of 
a child is correct is the passing 
of one's hand over its back when 
it happens to be standing nat- 
urally and easily.

The church must not only be Inter- 


ested in having a man inherit eternal 
lite, but also interested in having him 
inherit from his progenitors a clean 
body and a sound mind and from so- 
ciety a decent environment and a fair 
show in the game of life. 


The church will always need to be 


something more than a mere humani- 
tarian institution, but it .cannot fail to 
include the humanities in its program. 


This new vision which the church Is 


getting does not mean less theology, 
but it means a more vital theology.
